Nearly $400,000 
Added To Budget Israelis Hit Guerrillas

Responding to the request of a 


bloc of state senators, the 
Legislature's 
Appropriations 


Committee Monday added near- 
ly $400,000 to its operational 
budget recommendation for the 
state colleges 


The budget hike was only 


about 35% of the addition 
requested by a group of senators 
allied with state college in- 
terests. 


And, Appropriations 
Chair- 


man Richard Marvel of Hastings 
warned the committee, it "will 
not satisfy them"-and will not, as 
hoped, head off a floor fight over 
the operational budget bill. 


"They will still try to break 


the budget," Marvel predicted. 


Approved 6-1 


The $390,381 budget boost was 


approved by a &-1 vote, with 
Marvel and Sen Herb Nore of 
Genoa declining to vote on the 
motion. Sen Robert Clark of 
Sidney voted no 


Marvel said the committee 


should "not give in to the heat " 


Now, he said, other agencies 


are likely to attempt to increase 
the committee's 
recommen- 


dations.

The state college budget in- 


crease followed an appearance 
before the committee by Sens 
Calvin Carsten of Avoca. Leslie 
Stull of Alliance and Gary 
Anderson of Axtell 


$1.1 Million Sought 


With technical 
budgetary 


assistance from James Todd. 
executive officer of the Board of 
Trustees of the State Colleges, 
the trio of senators asked for 


committee additions totaling 
$1.1 million in state tax funds. 


The three lawmakers 


emphasized the need to provide 
more tax support in order to 
hold down the level of tuition in- 
creases required to fully fund 
the budget. 


But the committee's action 


was not directed at tuition 
levels. 


Its increases included $168,187 


for plant operation and 
maintenance, 
$118,964 for 


utilities at Wayne State College, 
$47,826 for library acquisitions 
and $55,404 for unemployment 
insurance. 


The $400,000 increase, added 


to a previously approved $813,- 
584 boost, brought the com- 
mittee's general fund budget to a 
figure some $1.2 million higher 
than that recommended by Gov 
J. James Exon. 


Enrollments Down 


In the face of 
decreasing 


enrollments at Wayne, Kearney, 
Chadron and Peru, the com- 
mittee is "bending over 
backwards" to assist the state 
college system. Sen. Shirley 
Marsh of Lincoln said. 


Mrs Marsh offered the motion 


to hike the budget. 


Sen. Dave Stahmer of Omaha 


noted that the committee's 
general fund figure of $9.7 
million represents an 11% in- 
crease over the current level of 
appropriations 


That compares to a University

Flood Still Contained, 


But Rise Anticipated 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Army flood 


control experts said Monday one of the 
century's great Mississippi River floods 
was still safely squeezed within the levees 
— but they're girding for higher water 


"I can't tell you now whether we're 


peaking out or whether we're going to get 
a worse situation before we re through 
said Maj Gen Charles C Noble, presi- 
dent of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion 


Much depends on the runoff from 


thawing snows and spring rains in the 
river's 
1 24 million-square-mile 


watershed area, especially along the 
Ohio, he said 


"Right now I am preparing myself for 


more water than we now have 
predicted." he added "I will then be in a 
position to do something if this thing 
changes rapidly — as it has been 
changing " 


Noble, whose headquarters are in 


Vicksburg. Miss . was here during an in- 
spection of the four Corps of Engineers 
districts in his area, which is the entire 
length of the swollen lower Mississippi 
from Hannibal, Mo to the sea 


He estimated that backwater from the 


river's choked tributaries had temporari- 
ly foved some 6.000 families from their 
homes — mainly in sections near St 
Louis, Mo , and in Mississippi 


Noble ordered the opening of all 350 


panels of the Bonnet Carre Spillway dam 
Sunday to ease the pressure on levees 
protecting New Orleans. 


When the spillway is completely 


opened Tuesday nearly a sixth ot the 
river's flow, measured at 1 fi million 


cubic feet a second at Vicksburg, Miss. 
will be diverted It will stream through a 
5 7-mile trough of low land mt9 salty 
Lake Pontchartram, which connects to 
the Gulf of Mexico 


The order opening the dam for the first 


time since 1950 came after the River 
Forecasting Center said the water was 
going to 20 2 on the New Orleans gauge — 
within tour feet of the levee top 


Opening the spillway was expected to 


drop the level back to 17 5 at New Orleans 
by Wednesday But the latest computer 
readouts at the forecasting center 
predicted 18 6 here by April 16. even with 
the spillway open 


Two emergpncy points were reported 


along the 2,200 miles of levees Montz. 
La . and Louisiana's Angola prison 


Angola prison farm lies inside a big 


bend of the Mississippi. Sand boils and 
seepage indicated the strain as-the n\er 
leaned on the levees Authorities stood 
ready to move 2000 convicts to an old 
Army base near Alexandria.

pork started back to the meat counter on 
Monday, but supermarket spokesmen 
said it was too early to tell whether sales 
would return to normal 


4n Associated Press spot check showed 


mixed reaction on Monday — the first 
shopping day in most areas after the end 
ot the week-long boycott and the deadline 
for posting price ceilings imposed by 
President Nixon on most meat items 


A spokesman for Grand Union said he 


had talked to personnel from several ot 
the chain's 4,3 outlets in the Washington, 
D C 
area and commented ' "We've 


gotten a Monday like we can t remember 
Things are jumping ' 


He said however that he would not 


know until later in the week iust how 
s.iles would compare to pre-boycott 
weeks The spokesman said price ceilings 
had been posted throughout the chain 
which announced last week that it would 
hold meat prices at least 10 cents per 
pound below the ceiling for the rest of 
April 


The meat manager of an Acme 


Markets, Inc , in Philadelphia" said, 
"We're selling a little less than on an 
average Monday for us " 


He said meat sales last week were 


down almost 25 per cent from the normal 
total of $29,000 and added that the store 
had to throw out a lot of unsold items 
"We had to throw a lot of stuff right out," 
he said "We couldn't even grind it for 
hamburger " 


Consumers were divided over whether 


to stock up on steak and other higher 
priced items Several boycott groups, in- 
cluding FIT — Fight Inflation Together 
— called for a continuation of meatless 
menus every Tuesday and Thursday 


One woman at a Miami store said she 


was buying meat as usual because "I'm 
tired of suffering for noble causes " 


Another Miami housewife, Carol 


Oppel. said. "I intend to cut back and to 
continue to buy selectively and buy as ht- 


tie meat as possible Once you get used to 
it. being without meat is not difficult 


Supermarkets in Cleveland Ohio said 


it was too early to tell what post-boycott 
sales would be like But the bovcott infor- 
mation center disconnected two ot its 
tour telephones because, a spokesman 
s<ud 
the number of calls dropped 


drastically 


A spokesman tor the 61-store Salt Lake

Israeli raiders struck Arab 


guerrilla bases in Beirut and 
Sidon. Lebanon, Monday night 
hours after twin Arab comman- 
do raids on Israeli targets in 
Nicosia. Cyprus, the military 
command in Tel Aviv an- 
nounced. 


A communique said the Israeli 


forces withdrew after "mission 
accomplished," with four of 
their number wounded. It was 
the first Israeli raid into 
Lebanon since Feb. 21. 


Police in Beirut, the Lebanese 


capital, said the Israelis struck a 
number of Palestinian offices 
and killed or wounded 40 
guerrillas 


Among the Arabs reported 


dead were Mohammed Yussef 
Najjar. code-named Abu Yussef, 
No 2 man in the major Palesti- 
nian guerrilla group Al Fatah, 
and Kamal Adwan, a leader of 
the Palestine 
Liberation 


Organization 


First reports in Beirut said 


five civilians also were killed and 
10 Lebanese security police were 
wounded 


The Israelis landed by 


helicopter at Ouazi, three miles 
south of Beirut, took over 
civilian cars and went to the 
Sabra Palestine refugee camp 
near the airport. Lebanese 
police said 


Other Israelis headed for the 


center of the city to an area near 
the Hotel Bristol, where one of 
the slam guerrilla leaders lived 


The Israelis were dressed in 


civilian clothes, police said 
Lebanese security police and 
guerrilla forces engaged one 
group 


Beirut airport was closed at 


2 30 a m Tuesday — 7.30 p.m 
Monday EST — and 15 minutes 
later lights of a helicopter could 


be seen over that area, apparent- 
ly picking up the Israelis 


The attack occurred 12 hours 


after Arab guerrillas bombed the 
Israeli ambassador's 
residence 


in Nicosia and attacked an 
Israeli airliner there 


Police gave this account of the 


Arab guerrillas' attacks 


A group ol Arabs drew up in a 


car in front of the Israeli 
residence, a three-story apart- 
ment house One ran up to the 
tront door and left a bag ot 
explosives there He then rushed 
back to the car. but Cypnot 
security guards opened fire as 
the car started away and three ot 
the Arabs were seized 


The bomb went olf. tearing 


open the front of the building 
and blasting out the rear wall on 
the ground floor, so that it 
looked like a tunnel 


The Israeli 
ambassador. 


Rahamin Timor, said later he 
had left his residence on the 
third floor for his office just 
before the blast 


Shortly after the explosion, 


Arabs traveling in two cars 
crashed through the gates of the 
airport One car reached the El 
Al Viscount which was waiting 
to take on passengers for Tel 
Aviv in Israel Police forced the 
other car aside and it crashed 
into another gate 


The men in the first car 


opened fire on the plane and 
Cypnot police and the Israeli 
security men started shooting in 
return 


Witnesses said the Israeli first 


fired a revolver, then ran into 
the aircraft and emerged with a 
submachine gun. He opened fire 
and hit all three Arabs as they 
scrambled out of the car which 
by this time had crashed into a 
mobile generator near the tail of 
the plane

The $4,000 figu re was u n­ 
animou sly approv ed only 
following adoption of a com­ 
promise amendment proposed 
by C ou ncilw om an Helen 
Boosalis. 
She wanted the words “not 
more than” added in front of the 
figu re for “obv iou s reasons” 


She u rged that a lower figu re 
of $3,600 per y ear be placed on 
the ballot instead of $4,000. 
Howev er, Cou ncilman Bob 
Siky ta noted that pay hikes for 
cou ncil members hav e been 
defeated at the polls twice in the 
past y ear. 
In Nov ember 1972, v oters 
tu rned down a $5,000 amou nt, 
while last Tu esday saw the 
defeat of the $4,000 figu re.

Boffs Midwest 


A wintry storm with wind? of 


more than 60 miles per hour 
moved across the mid- 
Mississippi Valley Monday, near- 
ly paralyzing two large cities and 
causing the widespread closing 
of roads and schools. 


A frigid mass of air moved 


behind the storm system, driving 
temperatures down across the 
Plains to Louisiana and Texas, 
where El Paso's 24 degrees 
marked the coldest April day 
since record keeping began there 
94 years ago. 


Blizzard warnings were issued 


for central and northeastern 
Iowa. Up to 14 inches of snow 
fell in that area, paralyzing the 
state capital, Des Moines, and 
making travel dangerous. 


Activity at most Iowa schools, 


businesses, factories and govern- 
ment offices ground to a halt. 
Travel was almost impossible. 
Dozens of highways were closed, 
even to emergency vehicles. 


Officials of the National 


Weather Service said it was the 
worst April storm since 1881 
when records were begun. 


Heavy snow warnings were 


also in effect for northern 
Illinois. Wisconsin and parts of 
Lower Michigan 


More than a half-foot of snow 


fell in southern Wisconsin La 
Crosse reported 13 inches of 
snow Traffic was at a virtual 
standstill throughout the state 
and many office workers in 
downtown Milwaukee made 
overnight hotel preparations in 
the event they were stranded 


Sunny skies prevailed in the 


Northeast, the Florida Peninsula 
and Southern California, 
however Deserts winds kept Los 
Angeles C o u n t y 
beaches 


crowded Monday, after about a 


half-million persons sunned 
themselves on the sand Sunday. 


The 11 inches of snow which 


fell over Des Moines far 
exceeded the previous record for 
an April snowstorm of 6.2 inches 
in 1959. 


The snows, combined with 


steady winds of 30 to 40 mph that 
gusted at times to 65 mph, 
threatened livestock in central 
Iowa, especially newborn calves 
found with their eyes frozen 
shut. 


Many schools, businesses and 


governmental agencies in 
Wisconsin didn't open their 
doors Monday, or closed early 
because of the storm that made 
virtually all state roads hazar- 
dous for driving. 


Gale warnings flew on all the 


Great Lakes and a shore erosion 
warning for Lake Michigan was 
posted from Sturgeon Bay, Wis., 
to its extreme southern end at 
Indiana. 


South of the snowfall areas, 


steady rain and rain changing to 
snow fell. Up to eight inches of 
snow was forecast for Chicago, 
where the lakefront was 
pounded by heavy waves that 
forced the closing of the down- 
town airport, Meigs Field. 


The National Weather Service 


said the heavy snows were 
expected to remain over Illinois 
and Wisconsin through the night, 
and then spread into northern 
Indiana and upper Michigan. 


Travelers' advisories were 


posted for northeast Missouri, 
with a forecast of up to three in- 
ches of snow. 


Freezing temperatures were 


expected as far south as West 
Texas, Oklahoma and northwest 
Arkansas Overnight frost was 
predicted for most of Louisiana.

Lauolette. Sharp accused the 
Viet Cong of firing on two peace 
commission helicopters and then 
hindering searches for them 


Laviolette was one of three

helicopters shot at Saturday. All 
nine aboard his craft died in the 
crash 
The second helicopter 


landed safely. 


Sharp said the government 


vtill is getting information about

But he added that there was 


no reason to believe that the

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) — Doc- 


tors implanted the first 
American-made nuclear- 
powered pacemakers in the 
hearts of volunteer patients 
Monday. The atomic devices are 
expected to last five times longer 
than battery-powered models. 


Seven patients received the 


plutonium units, about the size 
of a cigarette lighter, early in the 
day. Eight similar operations are 
planned this week. 


The operations were the first 


approved by the Atomic Energy 
Commission although a French 
model has been implanted in 
about 20 patients in the United 
States and many more in 
Europe. 


A pacemaker modifies 


irregular heart beats by sending 
out electric signals. It can keep 
the heart going at the normal 
rate of 73 beats per minute. 


Among the patients receiving 


atomic pacemakers Monday was 
Max Spieler, a 60-year-old meat 
inspector for the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Given a local anaesthetic, he

IN PERSPECTIVE

A visitor last week spoke to us in favor of a bill in the 


Legislature to provide for student representation on the 
University of Nebraska Board of Regents. It would be ap- 
propriate for this legislation to pass but it is easy to imagine 
some of the opposition that will develop to it. 


The idea is to give the student voice a vote on the board 


and that seems little enough to us. While the bill leaves the 
system for providing this voice up to the governor, 
proponents of the measure are suggesting one representative 
from each of the university's three campuses on the board, 
each with a one-third vote. 


Very obviously, the student members would be in no 


position to control anything but they could make a valuable 
contribution to the board. They can now make input to the 
board but only on an informal basis. 


* 
As members of the board, the students could take part 


in discussion from beginning to end, not just during es- 
tablished times for a board and student discussion. This is an 
important distinction. 


It is one thing to have a set time and place for making 


your point with any board and another to be an integral part 
of such a board. The real impact on any board is made in the 
give and take among members during discussion leading up 
to a decision. 


Therefore, it is important that students be represented 


on the board as voting members if they are to have an effec- 
tive and constructive voice in things. 


All kinds of arguments against this proposal might be 


made on the basis of age. Students will be viewed by some as 
being too young to sit in an official capacity on the board. 
This, however, is a hard argument to buy. 


* 
By virtue of their age alone students will not 


necessarily be any more irresponsible than older citizens, 
nor do they automatically lack the intelligence of older 
members of the board. The students may lack something by 
way of experience and maturity but this is not all a liability. 


At the same time, the students would lack the closed 


minds and special interest influences that might be a part of 
the decision making process on the part of older members of 
the board. This fresh and uncluttered approach might more 
than make up for any immaturity or inexperience, 


Then, there is the matter of the elective process — a 


process that cannot be used with student representation. It is 
totally impractical, it seems to us, to look for student 
representation through any election. Appointment of stu- 
dent members is the only practical approach to this matter. 
* 


Again, some may object that this aborts the democratic 


process but this is not an argument of sufficient weight to 
constitute a fatal blow to the proposal. If we want student 
representation it is up to us to find a way of providing for it. 


We can throw up any number of roadblocks if we want 


to but we can, also, get the job done with very little trouble if 
we want to. In our opinion, student representation on the 
board would be valuable and ought to become a reality. 


This change would greatly improve overall board and 


administration knowledge of student needs and desires and 
this, after all, is the essence of what the university is all 
about.

What causes fungus? Nothing. 


It's just there. Like cold germs. 
Or any other kind of germs. 


If you ask why one person 


acquires a fungus infection while 
another doesn't, that's a 
different question. Generally 
speaking, the fungus likes a 
warm, moist environment where 
it has a ready supply of such 
nourishment as it needs. That's 
why human feet, dressed in 
socks and shoes, are a favorite 
nesting place for fungus. 


First is keeping the feet dry 


and clean. Fresh socks, plus the 
use of foot powder, are 
necessary for this. Foot powder, 
and sometimes other materials 


A Favorable Response 


The latest Harris poll regarding President 


Nixon's popularity shows that Americans are very 
easy to please. 


He commands a 59-39% favorable rating 


despite what Harris sees as ''growing doubts about 
his performance in domestic matters." On the 
domestic issues, Nixon receives negative responses 
on his handling of relations with Congress, air and 
water pollution controls, federal spending, keeping 
the economy healthy, devaluing the dollar and 
keeping down the cost of living. Most people, ac- 
cording to the poll, don't think the President 
handles those things very Well. 


And then there is the Watergate matter, which 


apparently was not reflected in this poll. People ap- 
parently are not decided about the extent of the 
President's personal involvement, although it 
would appear that at the very least he is presiding 
over a group of liars at the White House. 


But in spite of all those negative responses, 


Nixon gets a favorable reaction over all. People are 
impressed by his foreign policy accomplishments. 


They like his handling of U.S. relations with Russia 
and China and the fact that he brought the U.S. 
phase of the Vietnam war to a close and the 
prisoners of war home. Although it isn't clear that 
he got the prisoners home any faster than someone 
else might have. 


Harris thinks that Nixon is going through a 


crucial period. He has been able to generate ap- 
proval, Harris says, "by dint of the good feelings 
from the end of U.S. involvement in the war. With 
Vietnam now presumably behind us, a major ques- 
tion is whether more foreign policy developments 
will balance off Nixon's growing troubles at home 
involving the economic area, as well as the growing 
congressional pressure regarding Watergate." 


Some form of arms limitation agreement com- 


ing out of the latest round of talks or maybe some 
spectacular announcement at the time Party 
Secretary Brezhnev comes to the United States 
might solidify Nixon's popularity rating, even 
though there may be no improvement in the 
domestic area. 


Charter Amendment 


It's unfortunate that the Coalition Against the 


Radial chose an ill-advised proposed charter 
amendment as a means to stop construction of the 
Northeast Radial. It is unfortunate, because many 
of the people who oppose the radial do so for very 
good reasons, and the issue of whether or not there 
should be a radial might become lost in the larger 
question of the charter amendment. 


The amendment proposes that in order for any 


road project costing in excess of $15 million to be 
undertaken, the project must have the unanimous 
approval of the City Council. Failing that, the ques- 
tion would go to a vote of the people. Majority ap- 
proval of the project would be necessary 


The people who support the amendment might 


stop the Northeast Radial if it is passed, but it 


could also louse up Lincoln city government for a 
long time to come. 


Putting through an amendment of this sort is 


like changing the method of electing council 
members because you don't personally like some of 
the people who presently sit on the council. You 
might get rid of who you don't like, but the quality 
of the council might suffer permanently. 


There is, as Mayor Schwartzkopf said, "a 


general misunderstanding in the community" on 
the amendment. People should not regard the vote 
on May 3 as a vote for or against the Northeast 
Radial. They should regard it is an attempt to 
frustrate the good kind of administration of city 
government that Lincolnites are used to.

Of the digestible 
portion, sunflower seeds run 24 
per cent protein. 47 per cent fat 
and 20 per cent carbohydrate, 
rich in minerals and having some 
vitamins A and B. Apple seeds 
run in similar proportions.

tries it. 


Now Mr Nixon believes that

A v isitor last week sp oke to u s in fav o r of a bill in th e 
Legislatu re to p ro v id e fo r stu d ent rep resentatio n on th e 
Univ ersity of Nebraska Bo ard of Regents. It wou ld be ap ­ 
p ro p riate for th is legislation to p ass bu t it is easy to imagine 
so me of th e o p p o sitio n th at will d ev elo p to it. 


The idea is to g iv e the student v o ice a v o te o n the bo a rd 
a nd tha t seems little eno ug h to us. While the bill lea v es the 
sy stem fo r pro v iding this v o ice up to the g o v erno r, 
pro po nents o f the mea sure a re sug g esting o ne representa tiv e 
fro m ea ch o f the univ ersity ’s three ca mpuses o n the bo a rd, 
ea ch with a o ne-third v o te. 


Very obv iou sly , th e stu d ent members wou ld be in no 
p osition to co ntro l any th ing bu t th ey cou ld make a v alu able 
co ntribu tio n to th e bo ard . Th ey can now make inp u t to th e 
bo ard bu t only on an info rmal basis. 
★ 
As members of th e bo ard , th e stu d ents cou ld take p art 
in d iscu ssion from beginning to end , no t ju st d u ring es­ 
tablish ed times fo r a bo ard an(J stu d ent d iscu ssion. Th is is an 
imp o rtant d istinctio n. 
It is one th ing to h av e a set time and p lace for making 
y o u r p oint with any bo ard and ano th er to be an integral p art 
of su ch a bo ard . Th e real imp act on any bo ard is mad e in th e 
giv e and take amo ng members d u ring d iscu ssion lead ing u p 
to a d ecision. 


Therefo re, it is impo rta nt tha t students be represented 
o n the bo a rd a s v o ting members if they a re to ha v e a n effec­ 
tiv e a nd co nstructiv e v o ice in thing s. 


All kind s of argu ments against th is p rop osal migh t be 
mad e on th e basis of age. Stu d ents will be v iewed by so me as 
being too y ou ng to sit in an official cap acity on th e bo ard . 
Th is, h owev er, is a h ard argu ment to bu y . 


★ 
By v irtu e of th eir age alo ne stu d ents will no t 
necessarily be any mo re irresp o nsible th an o ld er citizens, 
no r d o th ey au to matically lack th e intelligence of o ld er 
members of th e bo ard . Th e stu d ents may lack so meth ing by 
way of ex p erience and matu rity bu t th is is not all a liability . 


At the sa me time, the students wo uld la ck the clo sed 
minds a nd specia l interest influences tha t mig ht be a pa rt o f 
the decisio n ma king pro cess o n the pa rt o f o lder members o f 
the bo a rd. This fresh a nd uncluttered a ppro a ch mig ht mo re 
tha n ma ke up fo r a ny imma turity o r inex perience. 


Th en, th ere is th e matter of th e electiv e p rocess — a 
p ro cess th at canno t be u sed with stu d ent rep resentatio n. It is 
to tally imp ractical, it seems to u s. to look for stu d ent 
rep resentatio n th ro u gh any electio n. Ap p o intment of stu ­ 
d ent members is th e only p ractical ap p ro ach to th is matter. 
★ 
Again, so me may o bject th at th is abo rts th e d emo cratic 
p ro cess bu t th is is no t an argu ment of su fficient weigh t to 
co nstitu te a fatal blow to th e p ro p o sal. If we want stu d ent 
rep resentatio n it is u p to u s to find a way of p rov id ing fo r it. 


We ca n thro w up a ny number o f ro a dblo cks if we wa nt 
to but we ca n, a lso , g et the jo b do ne with v ery little tro uble if 
we wa nt to . In o ur o pinio n, student representa tio n o n the 
bo a rd wo uld be v a lua ble a nd o ug ht to beco me a rea lity . 


Th is ch ange wou ld greatly imp ro v e o v erall board and 
ad ministratio n kno wled ge of stu d ent need s and d esires and 
th is, after all, is th e essence o f wh at th e u niv ersity is all 
abo u t. It is an institu tio n fo r y ou ng p eo p le and we sh ou ld 
h av e th e fu ll benefit of th e th inking of th o se we seek to 
serv e.

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Sharp Drop In Enrollment Seen After '78

The Nebraska Higher Educa- 


tion Facilities Commission Mon- 
day said that 12th-grade enroll- 
ment in Nebraska high schools 
will remain fairly stable through 
1978, but will plummet after that

The report is the first of four 


reports to be issued by the com- 
mission during the next few 
days. 


Percentage Drops 


Winterhaiter said a sub- 


sequent analysis will show that 
in the fall of 1972 only 39%, of the 
preceding June's graduating 
class enrolled in traditional two- 
and four-year institutions oi 
higher education in the state. 


That percentage, he said, "is 


the lowest since we started the 
reports" in 1963. 


In the fall of 1969, he said, 49% 


of the state's June high school 
graduates enrolled in traditional 
post-secondary schools. 


The outlook, unless un- 


foreseeable events alter 
Nebraska's population trends, is 
'not encouraging" for 
postsecondary institutions, said 
Winterhaiter. 


Reports Shared 


Winterhaiter said all four 


reports will be shared with state 
officials and the Legislature in 
hopes the information may 
provide the state with objective 
information on which to base 
higher education policy 
decisions. 


He said he had hoped that 


some type of coordinating agen- 
cy would be in existence by July, 
when the Higher Education 
Facilities Commission is 
scheduled for dissolution, to 
carry on the enrollment projec- 
tion reports. 


"I'm 
afraid everything will 


drop June 30," he said, if his 
federally funded commission is 


dissolved and no other agency 
takes its place. 


He said Congress, however, 


may continue to fund the 
facilities commissions in the 50 
states by continuing resolution. 


Continuing Decline 


The report Winterhaiter 


issued Monday shows that 
although there will be some ups 
and downs in 12th-grade 
enrollments through 1978, the 
following four years show a con- 
tinuing decline. 


The reason, he said, is largely 


the declining birthrate in a state 
which has a fairly stable popula- 
tion. 


"The moderate increase in. 


births from 1953 to 1961 is the 
major factor affecting the 
moderate increase in enrollment 
through 1978," said the report, 
"while the rapid decrease in 
births after 1961 will have a very 
significant effect on potential 
college enrollment in 1979."

A continuing trend twoard 


rural-urban migration in the 
state will also concentrate more 
of the state's high school 
graduates in eastern Nebraska 
population centers, the report 
indicates.

enrollment increases and only 
three — Lancaster, Douglas and 


The report indicates that by 


1977 only Howard County will 
join the three eastern Nebraska 
counties in experiencing a senior 
class enrollment increase of 
more than 100 during the 
previous five years.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 
Plumber Finds Success at 47 
Through Steam Bath Invention

M a n y 
hard-pressed 


breadwinners toiling in routine 
jobs have stopped believing in 
big money. Yet there are scores 
of simple ideas floating around 
which need only be seized with 
faith and cultivated by hard 
work to create thriving new in- 
dustries. 


The other day I stumbled onto 


the remarkable success story of 
David Altman who came to this 
country from Lithuania at 15. 
Due to a language barrier and 
lack of money he wasn't able to 
complete high school. Instead, 
he went to work for his uncle, a 
plumber. 


A few years later he married, 


started making payments on a 
home, and proceeded to father 
four sons—all born during the 
depression. With limited educa- 
tion, and with large family 
expenses devouring most of his 
income. Altman would have 
been the first to laugh at any . 
prediction he'd someday be 
president of a thriving manufac- 
turing concern with offices on 
New York's Park Avenue. 


The great idea which was to 


change his circumstances came 
when he was 47 years old. He 
was making plumbing repairs at 
a Turkish bath and a patron 
asked if it would be possible for 
the shower stall in his apartment 
to be equipped with a controlled 
steam device so he could take 
steam baths at home. Altman 
proceeded to devise a gas- 
burning boiler, with assortd con- 
trols, which cost several thou- 
sand dollars to build and install. 


He found himself thinking that 


if a rich man would gladly spend 
thousands to enjoy steam baths 
at home, there must be many 
people of lesser means who 
would buy an inexpensive, com- 
pact device which would permit 
any enclosed tub or shower stall 
in an average home to double as 
a steam room. 


In 1958, Altman and his eldest 


son began spending evenings and 
weekends developing a compact, 
electrical generator for creating 
hot steam quickly with full ther- 
mostatic controls and meeting 
all safety and building codes. 


By 1961 they had worked the 


bugs out of their invention, 
applied for a patent under the 


name Thermasol, and with an 
average price tag well under 
$500, began offereing their 
product to the public. 


Orders began flowing in from 


businessmen who wanted a daily 
steam bath at home to help them 
relax, from folks with sinus and 
neuralgic problems, from older 
people seeking relief from 
muscular and arthritic pains, 
and from owners of apartments, 
hotels and motels who found 
that private steam baths were an 
additional luxury they could 
offer patrons. 


« When I talked with Altman, I 


asked how it felt to be head of a 
corporation which, with little 
competition, more than 600 dis- 
tributors around the nation, and 
sales in the millions — seems to 
have an extremely promising 
future. 


"It's 
thrilling," he said 


thoughtfully. "What has 
happened to me is proof that 
America is still the great land of 
opportunity and that being past 
40 doesn't necessarily kill your 
chances."

Daily Beef Production 
Cut 1.8 Million Pounds 


Inclement weather, horrible 


leedlot conditions and resultant 
poor feed conversion have added 
up to an estimated toss of more 
than 1.8 million fewer pounds of 
beef produced per day in 
Nebraska in recent weeks than 
under normal weather con- 
ditions. 


The estimate was contained in 


the newsletter, Cornhusker 
Economics, released this week 
by University of Nebraska 
Extension economists. 


In the report. Dr. P. A. 


Henderson noted thai although 
the number of cattle on feed in 
Nebraska Jan. 1 was 4% higher 
than a year ago, average daily 
gains in feedlots were 1.18 
pounds below average. An 
aggregate loss of 1,865,580 
pounds of beef "manufactured" 
daily in feedlots was computed 
using "normal" prices and 
weather, 1973 cattle and feed 
prices and normal weather and 
1973 or "actual" prices and 
weather. 


Daily rate of gain this year was 


set at 1.68 pounds per head per 
day on yearling steers being fed 
to slaughter weight of 1,100 
pounds, compared to normal of 
2.86 pounds per day. In addition, 
death losses have been much 
higher this year, the figures 
show — in some cases as high as 
10%. compared to normal expec- 
tations of 1% to 3%. 


"To make matters worse," 


Henderson pointed out, "a much 
higher proportion of death losses 
have occurred late in the feeding 
period — after a substantial por- 
tion of the total feeding costs 
have been incurred." 


Basis Explained 


The analysis included costs 


which might be experienced by 
farmer-feeders 
having 200-300 


head on feed at a time. Costs 
figures are based on past records 
of feeding costs, labor 
requirements and other inputs, 
and the actual experience of one 
eastern Nebraska cattle feeder 
this year. (Henderson said costs 
experienced by large commer- 
cial lots might be less than those 
shown because of direct selling, 
smaller labor inputs on a per- 
head basis, and slightly more 
favorable interest rates.) 


Rising feed costs and the 


greater amount of feed required 
to fatten steers this winter and 
spring are reflected in estimates 
of $76.25 feed cost per animal 
under normal prices and 
weather conditions, $99.40 under 
1973 prices but assuming normal 
weather patterns, compared to a 
whopping $130 under 1973 actual 
conditions. 


Other costs which have in- 


creased this year, largely due to 
the lengthened feeding period to 
achieve market weight, include 
variable power and machinery 
costs, labor costs, interest on 
both the steers and on operating 
expenses, and fixed costs on 
facilities. 


A whopping estimated cost 


per one hundred weight of gam 
of $48.53 during the current 
feeding period compares to 
$29.05 under normal prices and 
weather and $3494 under the 
hypothetical situation of 1973 
prices and normal weather. 


Total costs of putting the steer 


on the market are set at $509.12 
under present conditions, com- 
pared to $454.77 under current 
prices but given normal weather 
conditions, and $431.19 for nor- 
mal prices and weather. 


NU economists have con- 


cluded that the "breakeven 
price" required for finished 


steers would be 139.20 per hun- 
dredweight under normal-prices- 
weather, $41.34 under 1973 
prices-normal weather, but 
$46.28 under prevailing 1973 
prices and weather. 


However, the report pointed 


out, the average January- 
February 1973 price of choice 
1,100- to 1,300-pound steers on 
the Omaha market was $41.42, 
nearly $5 per hundredweight 
below the breakeven figure. 


'Conservative Estimates' 


In commenting on the figures, 


Henderson noted: "Costs (1973 
actual conditions) are believed 
to be conservative estimates of 
those actually experienced by 
many feeders because conditions 
in the lot used as a basis for 
making adjustments are con- 
siderably better than in many, 
many lots. 


"But even on the basis of costs 


shown, it is apparent that 
farmer-feeders did not 
experience exorbitant profits 
this winter. In fact, it wasn't un- 
til cattle got up to the $45 level 
that farmer-feeders were able to 
break even." 


Henderson emphasized that 


the weekly average price of 
choice slaughter steers did not 
reach the cost of production 
level until the week of March 17- 
24, meaning that during adverse 
feedlot conditions in January 
and February, prices received 
for steers fell well below produc- 
tion costs. 


A longer term effect of the 


slower turnover of cattle on feed 
means that property taxes 
assessed against animals on hand 
Jan. 1 must be averaged out over 
fewer animals during the year, 
Henderson analyzed. "Likewise, 
the fixed costs on lots and equip- 
ment must be borne by fewer 
animals," he added.

Mrs Skutt said they had just 


returned from a business trip 
and her husband was making 
trips to an attached garage to 
bring in luggage and boxes when 
the gunman appeared. 


Mrs Skutt said the gunman 


told them some 20 times that he 
needed $10,000 Skutt said he 
offered the man $29 — the only 
money he had in his wallet, but 
the gunman declined saying he 
wanted $10,000. 


The man finally left after 


seeing lights of a car outside. 


Mrs. Skutt said the gunman 


threatened to keep them hostage 
all night until Skutt could go to a 
bank and get the money Monday 
morning. However, seeing car 
lights apparently changed his

weather, 1973 rattle and feed 
prices and normal weather and 
19 73 or “aftu al" prices and 
weather 
Daily rate of gam this y ear was 
set at 1 6 8 pou nds per head per 
day on y earling steers being fed 
to slau ghter weight of 1.100 
pou nds, compared to normal of 
2 86 pou nds per day In addition, 
death losses hav e been mu ch 
higher this y ear, the figu res 
show — in some cases as high as 
10' f. compared to normal ex pec­ 
tations of V7f to 3^ 
“To mak e matters worse." 
Henderson pointed ou t. "a mu ch 
higher proportion of death losses 
hav e occu rred late in the feeding

Rising feed costs and tbe 
greater amou nt of feed req u ired 
to fatten iteers tfiis winter and 
spring are rrflected la estimates 
of $76 .25 feed cost per animal 
u nder norm al prices and 
weather condltioas, Mt.40 u nder 
1973 (MTlces bu t Msnmlttg normal 
wcatber patterns, compared to a 
whopping 9 130 u nder 1973 actnal 
condMoiw. 


Other costs which hav e in­ 
creased this y ear, largely du e to 
the lengthened feeding period to 
achiev e mark et weight, inclu de 
v ariable power and machinery 
costs, labw costs, interest on 
both the steers and on operating 
ex penses, and fix ed costs wi 
fadlities. 
A whopping estimated cost 
per one hu ndred weight of gain 
of $48 53 du ring the cu rrent 
feeding period compares to 
$» (Kj u nder normal prices and 
weather and $34 94 u nder the 
hy pothetical situ ation of 1973 
pnc« and normal weather. 
Tcrtal costs of pu tting the steer 
on the mark et are set at $509 12 
u nder present conditions, com­ 
pared to $454.77 u nder cu rrent 
prices bu t giv en normal weather 
conditions, and $431.19 for nor­ 
mal prices and weather. 
NU economists hav e con­ 
clu ded that the "break ev en 
price" req u ired for finished 


steers wou ld be $^.20 per hu n- 
dredweight u nder normal-prices- 
weather, $41.34 u nder 19 73 
prices-normal weather, bu t 
9 46 .9 1 u nder prev ailing 19 73 
prices and whither. 
Howev er, the report pointed 
ou t, the av erage Janu ary - 
Febniary 19 73 price of choice 
1,100- to 1,300-pou nd steers on 
the Omaha mariiet was $41.42, 
nearly ^ per hu ndredweight 
below the break ev en figu re. 
‘Conserv ativ e Estimates* 
In commenting on the figu res, 
Henderson iwted: “Costs (1W3 
actu al conditions) are believ ed 
to be conserv ativ e estimat« of 
those actu ally ex perienced by 
many feeders becau se conditions 
in the lot u sed as a basis for 
mak ing adju stments are con­ 
siderably better than in many , 
many lots. 
"Bu t ev en on the basis of costs 
shown. It is apparent that 
fa rm e r-fe e d e rs did not 
ex perience ex orbitant profits 
thhi winter. In fact, it wasn’t u n­ 
til cattle got op to Uie $45 lev el 
that farmer-fcf^ers were able to 
break ev en.” 


Henderson emphasized that 
the wediiy av erage price of 
choice slau ghter steers did not 
reach the cost of produ ction 
lev el u ntil the week of March 17- 
24, meaning that du ring adv erse 
feedlot conditions in Janu ary 
and Febru ary , prices receiv ed 
for steers fell well below produ c­ 
tion co sts. 
A longer term effect

Where the family is concerned — parents and 


children, Menninger said there should be a regular 
opportunity for family members to say what they 
are thinking in an atmosphere of emotional hones- 
ty. If you're angry, be angry. If you're sad at such a 
speak-out, be sad. Don't mask your feelings. 


The psychiatrist cited some ground rules for 


such regular discussions. They included: 


—All members of the family must agree to 


listen and be quiet and fair without interfering with 
what a person is saying 


—Each discussant gets equal time 
—All participants must recognize that a good 


argument is therapeutic from a mental health 
standpoint. It helps get things out in the open

acknowledged Monday that com- 
mittee members have met infor- 
mally to discuss legislation but 
denied rumors that his com- 
mittee has been holding secret 
executive sessions 


Reports that the committee 


has met without public notice 
to act on abortion and mental 
health 
legislation 
are 


"ridiculous," in Kennedy's 
words. 


"As long as I am a senator, 


there will never be an executive 
session (of my committee) 
without a secretary 
and 


(notification of) the press," 
Kennedy told The Star 


Noons, Evenings 
The "informal" gatherings. 


Kennedy maintained, have been 
attended by himself and two or 
three other committee members 
usually during the noon hour or 
the evening. The discussions 
were never recorded, and no 
\otes. either formal or informal 
-- were taken, he said 


The dicussions were also open 


to attorneys, physicians, in- 
stitutions personnel and officials 
connected with mental health 


and retardation, he said. 


The bills discussed included 


LB302, the comprehensive 
health services act; LB361, 
which would increase state sup- 
port for care of the mentally ill; 
LB375, which relates to com- 
munity meant! health centers; 
and LB286, which would restrict 
abortions. 


The Legislature changed its 


rules this year regarding 
executive sessions so that 
reporters could report debate 
and individual votes on bills 
during executive session. 
Previously, reporters could only 
report votes on motions to ad- 
vance or kill bills during 
executive sessions. 


Kennedy denied that the com- 


mittee's "informal" meetings 
were designed to escape press 
coverage 


The meetings were held, 


Kennedy said, due to the 
"complicated nature" of the 
bills being discussed. Often, he 
said, the committee would dis- 
cuss several bills with an expert 
for the sake of comparison. 


Full Evening 
One full evening, he reported, 


was spent with Sens. Richard 
Marvel of Hastings, Ramey 
Whitney of Chappel and David 
Stahmer of Omaha, all members 
of the Approrriations Com- 


mittee, discussing mental health 
programs and facilities. 


"These four bills are tough to 


put together. We want to make 
sure that they're in the best form 
when they're sent to the floor," 
he said. 


"I've done this sort of thing all 


the time. To call this an 
executive session is ridiculous." 


Without mentioning any 


names, Kennedy accused one 
lobbyist involved in the abortion 
bill of "putting out" the rumor 
that the committee has been 
meeting secretly. 


Common Cause 


Willard Bell, chairman of the 


Lincoln steering committee of 
Common Cause, wrote Kennedy 
a letter last week protesting the 
alleged executive sessions 
without press notification 


Such actions, Bell said, repre- 


sent a failure to keep faith with 
the people and a blemish on the 
Unicameral's reputation of 
being one of the most open and 
responsive legislatures in the 
country. 


"Especially on controversial 


issues such as abortion, it is im- 
perative that citizens know what 
their representatives are doing," 
Bell said.

recommended a change to limit 
access by members of the news 
media to the floor of the 
Legislature.

state cannot give up its respon- 
sibility to protect the welfare of 
its citizens, even if the citizens 
are children affected by their 
parents 
religious beliefs, the 


legislature was told Monday by 
the State Justice Department 


The ruling was by Asst Atty 


Gen James Duggan, who said it 
would be "very doubtful" 
whether an amendment offered 
bv Sen Wally Barnett of Lin- 
coln to a pending bill would be 
constitutional 


The bill 
LB207 would re- 


quire the reporting of child 
abuse 
cases 
and 
Barnett s 


amendment 
would 
exempt 


those religious groups whose 
beliefs might lead to a violation 


For example the bill prohi- 


bits placing a child in a position 
where his or her health or life 
might be endangered, but the 
Barnett amendment 
would 


exempt those children "being 
provided with treatment 
by 


spiritual means alone " 


It is Our opinion that the con- 


stitutionality of the amend- 
ment, if enacted, would be very 
doubtful," said Duggan in an- 
swer to a question from Sen 
David Stahmer of Omaha 


"Though it is true religious 


beliefs cannot be interfered with 
by the state, certain practices of 
these beliefs must succumb to 
the inherent power of a state to 
protect the health and welfare of 
its citizens," Duggan said "This 
is particularly true in the case of 
children and incompetent in- 
dividuals "

What's Up Front . . . 


If it's really what's up front that counts - and you 


don t nave to spend a full day at the library to find 
evidence that that is true — then Nebraska football fans 
can look forward to next fall with even more enthusiasm 
than normal. 


Two years ago with the best offensive line in the Big 


Eight and probably the best in the country, a line led by 
Carl Johnson, Keith Wortman and Dick Rupert, the 
Huskers ran roughshod over all but Oklahoma. 


Last year, Oklahoma unquestionably had the best 


offensive line in the Big Eight and for at least the second 
year in a row, the team with the best offensive line wound 
up as the Big Eight champion. 


If that holds true again this fall, there should be 


another Big Eight championship trophy in the Husker 
trophy case about the first week in December. 


The most experienced offensive line in the Big Eight 


next fall will be the one appearing on the Memorial 
Stadium AstroTurf in Lincoln the first three weeks of the 
1973 campaign. 


Daryl White is a solid all-American candidate at one 


tackle for Tom Osborne's first edition of NU football 
while Marvin Crenshaw on the other side has a full year of 
experience on his side. 


Center Only Question 


Bob Wolfe at one guard is a solid performer and Dan 


Anderson at the other guard gained valuable experience 
in some tough games filling in for Wolfe after the big 
Omahan was hurt late in the 1972 season. 


That leaves only the center spot missing an incum- 


bent, who can show the battle scars of Big Eight warfare, 
but Rich Duda, a 6-3, 226-pound junior has gone against 
Rich Glover enough in practice sessions that he's not 
totally lacking in experience. 


• In contrast to the Huskers, the most depleted offen- 


sive line in the league is at Oklahoma where only left 
guard John Roush and right tackle Eddie Foster return 
from the five-man Sooner interior that lined up against 
Nebraska last Thanksgiving Day.

AARON WINS MASTERS 


...Scorecard Error Not Let By This Time 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - It 


would have been the replay of 
golf's greatest scoring error. 
Tommy Aaron, whose in- 
nocently errant pencil once cost 
Roberto de Vicenzo a chance at 
the Masters title, found an error 
on his own card Monday 
following his victory in the 37th 
classic at the Augusta National 
Golf Club. 


"He had a five on the 13th hole 


and I actually made four," 
Aaron said. Aaron referred to 
Johnny Miller, his playing part- 
ner and scorekeeper in the in- 
tense pressure of the rain-de- 
layed final round. 


Aaron won the tournament- 


shattering his inaccurate image 
as golf's perennial bridesmaid 
and helping wipe out the night- 
mare memory of his own scor- 
ing error five years ago—with a 
68 in the final round that in- 
cluded birdies on the 13th and 
15th holes. 


Had he signed his card for a 


par five—as Miller had penciled 
in—instead of changing it to the 
correct four, Aaron would have 
been stuck with the higher score 
and had a share of the title in- 
stead of a clear victory. 


"That," he said, "is what you 


check your scorecard for." 


He called his victory "the 


dream of a lifetime. 


"As a small boy growing up 


here in Georgia, I always 
dreamed I'd someday win the 
Masters. 


"It's difficult to describe my 


feelings. 


"My wife, my family, my 


friends have stood by me so 
long, through so many failures, 
maybe this is a way of paying 
them back." 


Aaron's dream victory also 


wiped out the memory of that 
day five years ago when he 
scurried from the Augusta Na- 
tional Golf Club in cheekburn- 
ing shame after making the 
scorecard error that cost Rob- 
erto de Vicenzo a chance at a tie 


and playoff victory in the 1968 
Masters. 


"This," he said after a final 


round 68 for a five-under-par 
total of 283, "makes some of the 
near misses not quite so painful. 


"You know, that makes it 


more difficult to win I think it's 
been overplayed, this stuff about 
me being a bridesmaid There's 
nothing wrong with finishing se- 
cond. And besides, I haven't 
been second all that much. 12,13 
times. 


"And the greatest player in 


the world. Jack Nicklaus, has 
been second 33 times 


"Everybody has failures," 


Aaron said. "But I never lost 
confidence in myself. And now 
this makes it all worthwhile." 


His 283 total, five under par. 


destroyed forever his inaccurate 
image as golf's perennial runner- 
up and helped erase the haun- 
ting memory of a slip of the pen 
that cost Roberto de Vicenzo a 
chance at the Masters crown in 
1968 


His victory came in gritty, 


determined fashion as he ig- 
nored a gallant, surging charge 
by Jack Nicklaus, the famed and 
feared Golden Bear who waited 
until this rain-delayed final 
round to unleash the full power 
of his awe-inspiring game. 


Nicklaus, eight strokes off the 


pace when the day's play start- 
ed in mild, windy weather, 
shouldered his way into the 
ranks of the contenders with a 
sparkling, six-under-par 66 for a 
285 total, three under 


He leaped high in the air and 


brandished his putter over his 
head after holing a 30-foot bird- 
le putt on the final hole while 
Aaron, well behind him. was 
playing the 520-yard, par-five 
15th. 


The 36-year-old Aaron, just a 


face in the crowd for 13 long 
years on the pro tour, was only 
four under at that point and 
faced the subtle, multiple dan- 
gers of the famed finishing 
holes. 


He replied by chipping deli- 


cately to about 18 inches and tap- 
ping in the birdie putt that, in 
the end, won it 


He managed to par in, twice 


making nerve-testing little putts 
of two to three feet and just mis- 
sing a bird on the final hole. 


But he still had to endure the 


nail-biting anxiety of the closing 
bid of big J. C. Snead, the raw- 
boned 31-year-old nephew of 
Sam Snead, and lanky, freckle- 
faced Peter Oosterhuis, the 24- 
year-old Englishman who led by 
three strokes at the end of the 
third round 


Both were four under par and 


were three holes back of Aaron.

The 6-foot-4 Oosterhuis lost his 


last chance when he took six on 
the 15th, missing the green in 
three, chipping poorly and then 
falling to his knees in something 
approaching agony when a 10- 
foot par-saving putt refused to 
drop 


And Snead could do no better 


than par on the hole that yield- 
ed utterly dozens of birdies in 
this tournament that was post- 
poned for one full day when 
Saturday's scheduled third 
round was washed put by a 2 6- 
inch ram 


Snead, a former professional 


baseball player, still was very 
much within range, however, at 
one stroke back. He parred the 
17th after finding a yawning sand 
trap, then put his approach some 
30 feet above the cup on the 18th

Tim Hall isn't leading any of 


the 14 individual state track and 
field charts, released for the first 
time this week. 


But the Omaha Paul VI junior 


has the likely distinction of being 
the first Nebraska prep athlete 
to slam the 880, mile and 2-mile 
races in the same invitational 
meet. 


A Nebraska School Activities 


Association (NSAA) rule change 
allows a distance runner to com- 
pete in all three events for tiv 


first time this spring. 


The tireless Hall last weekend 


slammed the distance events at 
the 16-school North Bend In- 
vitational, clocking a 2'01.3 half 
mile, a 4.43 6 mile and a 9:59.6 
two-mile despite winds believed 
in excess of 30 miles an hour. 


Although he doesn't lead any 


of the events on the state-wide 
track chart, Hall is among the 
top 10 in all three distance races. 


His 880 time ranks ninth in a 


season which has been plagued 
by continual cold, wet weather, 


best mile clocking of 


4 31 4 ranks sixth state-wide and 
the best in Class B. 


Hall, one of the state's few 


athletes to clock under 10 
minutes in the two mile this 
season, has done it twice and 
ranks fourth on the initial 2-mile 
chart. 


The NSAA rule change, which 


permits an athlete to compete in 
any four events, may have had 
its first four-time track winner 
last week in the Nebraska 
Catholic Conference 
meet at 


Columbus. 


Fritz Schwank of Columbus 


Scotus didn't qualify for any 
state-wide rankings. But he did 
show versatility in winning the 
100 in 10 5, the 220 in .23.5, the 
440 in 54.3 and the 120 high 
hurdles in 16.4 


Comparatively, times in most 


events, were not as swift as they 
were at the same point last 
season. 


That's especially true in the

AARON WINS MASTERS 


...Scorecard Error Not Let By This Time 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - It 
would hav e been the replay of 
golf’s greatest scoring error. 
Tommy Aaron, whose in­ 
nocently errant pendl once cost 
Roberto de Vicenzo a chance at 
the Masters title, found an error 
on his own card Monday 
following his v ictory in the 37 th 
classic at the Augusta National 
Golf Club. 
"He had a fiv e on the 13th hole 
and I actually made four,” 
Aaron said. Aaron referred to 
J ohnny Miller, his play ing part­ 
ner and scorekeeper in the in­ 
tense pressure of the rain-de­ 
lay ed final round. 
Aaron won the tournament- 


shattering his inaccurate image 
as golf’s perennial bridesmaid 
and helping wipe out the night­ 
mare memory of his own scor­ 
ing error fiv e y ears a^>—wth a 
68 in the final round that in­ 
cluded birdies on the 13th and 
15th holes. 
Had he signed his card for a 
par fiv e—as Miller had penciled 
in—instead of changing it to the 
correct four, Aaron would hav e 
been stuck with the higher score 
and had a share of the title in­ 
stead of a clear v ictory . 
“ That,” he said, "is what y ou 
check y our scorecard for.” 
He called his v ictory "the 
dream of a lifetime. 


“ As a small boy growing up 
here in Georgia, I alway s 
dreamed I'd someday win the 
Masters. 
"It’s difficult to describe my 
feelings. 
"My wife, my family , my 
friends hav e stood by me so 
long, through so many failures, 
may be this is a way of pay ing 
them back.” 
Aaron’s dream v ictory also 
wiped out the memory of that 
day fiv e y ears ago when he 
scurried from the Augusta Na­ 
tional Golf Club in cheekbum- 
ing shame after making the 
scorecard error that cost Rob­ 
erto de Vicenzo a chance at a tie 


and play off v ictory in the 196 8 
Masters. 
"This,” he said after a final 
round ^ for a fiv e-under-par 
total of 283, “ makes some of the 
near misses not quite so {Miinful 
"You know, that makes It 
more difficult to win I think it’s 
been ov erplay ed, this stuff about 
me being a bridesmaid There’s 
nothing wrong with finishing se­ 
cond 
And besides, I hav en’t 
been second all that much. 12,13 
times. 


"And the greatest play er in 
the world. J ack Nicklaus, has 
been second 33 times 
"Ev ery body has failures.” 


Aaron said. "But I nev er lost 
confidence in my self. And now 
this makes it all worthwhile ” 
His 283 total, fiv e under par. 
destroy ed forev er his inaccurate 
image as golf’s perennial runner- 
up and helped erase the haun­ 
ting memory of a slip of the pen 
that cost Roberto de Vicenzo a 
chance at the Masters crown in 
1968 
His v ictory came In gritty , 
determined fashion as he ig­ 
nored a gallant, surging charge 
by J ack Nicklaus. the famed and 
feared Golden Bear who waited 
until this rain-delay ed final 
round to unleash the full power 
of his awe-inspiring game 
Nicklaus, eight strokes off the 
pace when the day ’s play start­ 
ed in mild, windy weather, 
shouldered his way into the 
ranLs of the contenders with a 
sparkling, six -under-par 6 6 for a 
285 total, three under 
He leaped high in the air and 
brandished his putter ov er his 
head after holing a 30-foot bird­ 
ie putt on the final hole while 
Aaron, well behind him. was 
play ing the 520-y ard, par-fiv e 
I5th. 
The 36 -y ear-old Aaron, just a 
face in the crowd for 13 long 
y ears on the pro tour, was only 
four under at that point and 
faced the subtle, multiple dan­ 
gers of the famed finishing 
holes. 
He replied by chipping deli­ 
cately to about 18 inches and tap­ 
ping in the birdie putt that, in 
the end. won it. 


He managed to par in. twice 
making nerv e-testing little putts 
of two to three feet and just mis­ 
sing a bird on the final hole. 
But he still had to endure the 
nail-biting anx iety of the closing 
bid of big J . C. Snead, the raw- 
boned 3l-y ear-old nephew of 
Sam Snead, and lanky , freckle- 
faced Peter Oosterhuis. the 24- 
y ear-old Englishman who led by 
three strokes at the end of the 
third round. 
Both were four under par and 
were three holes back of Aaron.

PARIS (AP) — Pablo Picasso, 


painting sometimes until 3 in the 
morning, produced just up until 
his death Sunday at 91 a series of 
still unshown canvases that 
suggest his work had entered a 
new period.

Puaux's account of Picasso's 


work was a rare one because the 
master saw no one but friends. 
Journalists were unwelcome at 
his green-walled villa called Ma 
Notre Dame de Vie. Puaux said 
the home was a "total universe 
for Picasso. He had everything 
that interested him there. The 
rest was superflous."

—On orderly growth and plan­ 
ning: 


Mrs Bailev said she would 


like to see a stronger commit­ 
ment to planning. She suggested 
that the city embark on five-year 
social improvement programs 
similar to the six-year capital im­ 
provement programs. 
Additionally, to overcome 
"negative overtones attached to 
planning.” Mrs. Bailey proposed 
that a new division be created 
within the planning department.

Extension 
Service-U .S. 
Agriculture Department to the 
Nebraska Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service for pest control 
should show tangible gains to the 
environment and the fanner’s 
pocket, said Dr John L. Adams, 
director of the Agricultural 
Extension Service at the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska.
